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Threat to Close Goddard 


Council Withholds Its Support 
From Development Proposals

City Councilmembers and 
representatives of developers 
have agreed that further discus- 
sion is needed before council 
decides whether to support 
plans for two Greenbelt East 
developments. 


At its July 10 meeting, council 
listened to proposals for the develop- 
ment of the two properites. Green- 
way Villas, formerly known as the 
Sunrise tract, is located at the end of 
Hanover Drive next to the Holiday 
Inn, and consists of 10 acres. The 
other tract, Smith-Ewing Lot II, isa 
five-acre property northeast of the 
intersection of Hanover Parkway 
and Ora Glen Drive. 

Contract purchasers Daniel 
Colton and James Her! presented the 
development plans for the Smith- 
Ewing lot. Herl also aided Don 
Hachey of the Shapiro Company 
with his presentation on the 
Greenway Villas proposal. 


Greenway Villas 

The Shapiro Company has pro- 
posed to divide the Greenway villas 
property into two lots. One lot would 
consist of a four-story senior citizen 
building, while the other would 
consist of mid-rise condominium apart- 
ments. The city staff has recom- 
mended rejecting the proposal, 
stating in a memo that the plans "do 
not meet zoning requirements with 
respect to green space and parking. 
In staff's assessment, this indicates 
that the density on the site is too 
great.” 

Hachey argued that city staff had 


misunderstood his earlier pre- 
sentation. The development plan for 
the senior citizen project meets the 
county’s parking, green space and 
density requirements, he said. 
However, the city’s Advisory 
Planning Board (APB) had recom- 
mended that more parking be added. 
Adding such parking would require 
the developers to cut back on the 
green space, so that they would no 
longer meet the green space zoning 
requirements.

According to Hachey, the current 
plan for the condominium project 
meets the county’s parking require- 
ments but not it’s green space 
requirements. Hachey said that his 
company proposed to eliminate a 
building and cut back on parking in 
order to provide more green space. 
In that case, Hachey said, the condo- 
minium project would meet green 
space and parking requirements 
"with a small variance.” 

The city staff had agreed to the 
idea of cutting back on parking but 
said in a memo that the parking 
waiver "should not be approved asa 
means to reach a minimum green 
space requirement.” 


Her! said that the developers are 
willing to make further changes to 
the plan if it would please the city. 
He said, “we'd like to find out what 
you'd like to see.” 

APB Chair Roberta McCarthy 
seemed to feel that the developers’ 
flexibility was not an advantage.” The 
problem with this plan all along has 
been that it has been a moving 
target,” she told the council. 
McCarthy said that the final plan 
needs to meet minimum parking and 
green space requirements, adding 
that, in her opinion, “this community 
deserves” more than the minimum. 

McCarthy concluded, "I think that 
whatever is brought to a work 
session, to council, or to APB at this 
point needs to be the final rendition 
so that we can make a decision.” 

Hachey agreed to submit another 
plan for review by city staff. 

Restaurant Development 


The Smith-Ewing lot II develop- 
ment proposal is also undergoing 
changes. 

In discussing this lot, the council 
had to deal with the question of the 
lot’s location as well as its use. The 
developer hopes to build three single- 
story restaurants. The city staff recom- 
mended against the project, feeling 
that the restaurants should not be 
built next to residences, and that the 
restaurants would create too much 
traffic. 

Colton said the restaurants would 
probaby house what he described as 
"family restaurants”: the Outback 
Steakhouse, an Italian restaurant 
owned by Outback, and either

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15 Parkway 
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Defeated, at Least for Now

Members of Maryland’s Congressional delegation, U.S. 
Senators Barbara Mikulski and Paul Sarbanes and Governor 
Parris Glendening responded last week with heavy artillery to 
a House Apprropriations subcommittee’s proposal to close 
NASA’s Goddard Space Flight Center in Greenbelt. Leading 
the bi-partisan effort to block the proposal was Congressman 
Steny Hoyer who represents many of Goddard’s employees. 


At press time, it appeared that the 
quartet’s efforts were successful. When 
the full House Appropriations Com- 
mittee finished its “markup,” the 
proposal to close Goddard was gone. 
So, however, was 25% of the 
requested appropriation for 
Goddard’s "Mission to Planet 
Earth,” according to both Hoyer’s 
office and Goddard. 

Hoyer said, "I will work to oppose 
this cut and will work with Senators 
Mikulski and Sarbanes to restore 
these funds when the Senate 
considers this legislation.” 

"Senseless” Proposal 

The surprise move by the sub- 
committee to transfer Goddard 
employees within three years to 
California stunned Maryland law- 
makers. The proposal was charac- 
terized as “senseless” from “either a 
seientific or a cost-cutting point of 
view.” 

In an effort to torpedo the 
proposal, Congressman Hoyer called 
for concerted action by Maryland law- 
makers. A press conference, held on 
Capitol Hill on July 12, was followed 
by a rally at Goddard on July 14. 
Federal, state and local officials, 
including Greenbelt’s Mayor 
Antoinette Bram, attended along 
with 500 employees. 

In a show of solidarity with their 
audience, speakers expressed 


appreciation for the outstanding 

work done by Goddard employees 

and vowed to keep the facility open. 
Politics a Factor 

Politics was apparently a factor in 
the move to shut down Goddard. The 
sponsor of the proposal was 
California Congressman Jerry 
Lewis, a Republican who heads the 
sub-committee that is charged with 
making spending decisions to carry 
out the GOP goals of a balanced 
budget. He held no hearings on the 
issue. 

According to the Baltimore Sun 
(July 13), Lewis said, "he squeezed 
$130 million from Goddard and two 
other NASA space centers because 
he couldn’t get votes to curb proposed 
increases in veterans’ programs.” 

Senator Sarbanes argued, "It will 
not save money as Representative 
Lewis ... claims. You simply can’t 
move over $1 billion worth of 
equipment and facilities and 10,000 
employees and expect to achieve any 
savings... . Moreover, it is physically 
impossible to shoe-horn Goddard into 
the JPL’s (NASA’s Jet Propulsion 
Lab) 170 acre campus in Pasadena.” 
Goddard is located on 1100 acres. 

An angry Senator Mikulski said 
that she was organizing a coalition to

Greg Kulic, who owns the busi- 
ness and manages Old Greenbelt 
Citgo, and his wife, Tammy, have 
brought to this country two beautiful 
children from far-away Russia and 
this is their story. 

It all begins with the immigration, 
around 1900, of Greg ’s grand- 
parents-- his mom’s parents from 
Czechoslovakia and his Dad’s 
parents from Ukraine. Both sets of 
grand-parents settled near 
Scranton, Pa. Greg grew up in a 
family of six children. Tammy is one 
of four. When Greg and Tammy 
married, they knew they wanted a 
large family. But their first child, 
Alexandra, now four, was followed 
by a miscarriage. 

Because they did not want a large 
gap in the ages of siblings, as one 
spouse spoke of adopting, the other 
immediately agreed. Greg’s mother, 
who speaks Russian, had gone to 
Russsia with her husband for a visit 
in 1977, was about to watch a dream 
unfold. 

The couple became involved in 
Adopted Family Network, where 


they attended adoption classes. Ellen 
Perry of College Park, who had 
adopted a Russian child, led some of 
the classes. Greg and Tammy heard 
the stories of other adoptive parents 
and then through World Child, an 
American agency that works with 
the Frank Foundation, were able to 
locate two children in an orphanage 
in Saratov, Russia. 

Just ten days before leaving for 
Russia, Greg and Tammy received 
one photograph of each child and had 
to make their final commitment for 
adoption. There was no doubt for 
either and once that decision was 
made, the finances were worked out - 
a total of $30,000 for all expenses 
involved in the adoption. The orphan- 
age itself received only $1,000 per 
child. 

At the recommendation of the 
Frank Foundation, Greg and 
Tammy packed suitcases full of 
infant Tylenol, bandages, Q-tips, 
syringes, tongue depressors, coloring 
books, crayons and gifts for the many 
Russians who were to be part of the 
scenario. They were told that one

tongue depressor was used repeatedly 

on many children and that all of 

these items, so available to Americans, 

were needed in the orphanage. 
Arrival in Russia 

The arrival in Moscow was scarey - 
especially meeting Sergei, who did 
not have their names, nor did they 
know what he looked like. 
Sergei carried a sign carrying the 
name of a member of the Frank 
Foundation and Tammy was quick 
to pick up on the clue. A large sum of 
cash was given, on the spot, to Sergei, 
who was to see them through on 
every detail. And he did. 

First, he packed them and their 
suitcases into a tiny car and took 
them to Tatiana’s, a Russian woman, 
who provided them with a room in 
her flat, which they shared with her 
two sons, her mother, a dog and 
another American couple also there 
for an adoption, from Germantown, 
Maryland, 

Tatiana’s flat was in the heart of 
Moscow, just a short walk from the 
Russian White House. Although there 
was daylight until 11 p.m., Greg and

Open Letter 


To Greenbelt Residents: 

I would like to thank all Green- 
belters for their patience during our 
recycling program transition. Collec- 
tion, for most parts of our com- 
munity, has gone smoothly. Admit- 
tedly, there have been a few compli- 
cations, mostly in the GHI courts. In 
addition, the heat has added to the 
stress of collection. Our new re- 
cycling collector, Dawes Hauling, 
Inc., has been working hard to learn 
the areas and Ramon Dawes assures 
me that city collection is improving 
as his workers become more familiar 
with Greenbelt’s unique layout. 

The overall recycling program has 
added more convenience to residents 
by including mixed paper in the 
curbside collection program. This 
change has placed Greenbelt with 
municipalities at the leading edge of 
recycling programs. The county does 
not include mixed paper in its 
program. 

As a last note, large cardboard 
boxes cannot be picked up unless 
they are folded flat or cut into pieces 
no larger than two feet by two feet. 
The boxes must be flattened so they 
can fit into the truck’s side compart- 
ment. The Recycling Drop-Off Center 
at Buddy Attick Park will remain 
open to accommodate area residents, 
particularly those living in apart- 
ments. If there are any questions, 
please call Recycling Coordinator 
Tracy Vincent at 474-8304. 

This is an exciting time for re- 
cycling in Greenbelt. I hope you feel 
the same way. Thanks for your 
patience as the transition 
progresses.

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Mir Over 
Greenbelt 


Some members of the Greenbelt 
Astronomy Club were able to see the 
Space Shuttle Atlantis and the 
Russian Space Station Mir during 
the recent historic docking mission 
using a five inch RFT telescope and 
binoculars. 

On Tuesday evening, June 27, Don 
Haxton saw Mir at about 10:15 p.m. 
with the naked-eye and binoculars 
before it disappeared in the Earth’s 
shadow. A couple minutes later, the 
Space Shuttle Atlantis was seen, follow- 
ing the same track, before it too 


disappeared in the planet’s shadow. 
Theshuttle was much brighter than 
Mir at the time. 

After the two were docked, they 
were seen again on Friday evening 
by Don. This time he used a five-inch 
RFT and noticed a shape to it. He 
said it looked like a star with a spike 
coming off it. Later, on Monday, July 
3, I was lucky to see the spacecrafts 
docked during a twilight pass. I saw 
a distinct double shaped object when 
they were closest, or highest in the 
sky for about half a minute. They 
were estimated to be only 20 arc 
seconds apart then. They were yellow 
in color. At about 9:56 p.m. a burst of 
white material was seen coming 
from them. This cloud expanded and 
disappeared quickly. Mir and Atlantis 


could be seen with the naked-eye as it 
went below Jupiter. It was lost in the 
trees at about 9:59 p.m. EDT. My 
wife, Lynne Gilliland, also saw the 
pair. She used binoculars for observa- 
tions and also saw it with the 
naked-eye. 

For those of you who didn’ t see this 
historic docking event, NASA is plan- 
ning six more Mir-shuttle docking 
events for practice building Space 
Station Alpha. Alarger telescope or 
binoculars with more magnification 
would be better, but much more 
difficult to track. |

Re-Recycling 


Please allow me to make the follow- 
ing three remarks about re-recycling: 
First, newspaper and mixed paper 
can be collected loose in a permanent 
“RECYCLE” container. All we have 
to dois dump newspapers, junkmail, 
(including window-envelopes), card- 
board and peverboard, magazines, 
telephone 9: 9ks, and white and 
colored paper in cne permanent RE- 
CYCLE container and set this con- 
tainer out at the curb on recycling- 
pick-up-day. That’s all. A container 
becomes a permanent RECYCLE 
container by putting RECYCLE 
stickers on it. Our Recycling Co- 
ordinator, Tracy Vincent, will pro- 
vide these sitckers upon request: Her 
phone number is 474-8308 

Second, some people have asked: 
"since the city receves a payment for 
the sale of the collected mixed paper, 
how come we are charged $15 per 
year?” The answer is simple: The 
income from the mixed paper sale 
balances part, but not all, of the cost 
of the weekly house-to-house collec- 
tion of recyclables. Daws Refuse has 
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invested in specially equipped re- 
cycling collection vehicles. This, of 
course, costs money. As far as I can 
see it, we gota terrific bargain. Fora 
little over a buck per month we not 
only save ourselves a great amount of 
work, but with recycling becoming 
so much easier, we will, as a com- 
munity, vastly increase our total re- 
cycling volume. 

And last, but not least, I want to 
stress the role our recycling co- 
ordinator, Tracy Vincent -- bolstered 
by the encouragement and support 
of her boss, Public Works Director 
Carl Hirsch--has played in putting 
this new city undertaking into place. 
As a member of the Recycling 
Advisory Committee I have been privi- 
leged to get a close view of their 
efforts. And believe you me: without 
them we might very well have had to 
stay with the much more expensive 
and much less efficient county pro- 
gram. Many, many thanks.

Appointment Please 
Greenbelt Resident 


A recent letter from Montevideo, 
Uruguay, informed Arther Gropp, 
of Crescent Road, of the appointment 
of Luis Alberto Musso as Director 
General of the National Library of 
Uruguay. [Akin to the Library of 
Congress here.) The appointment 
was made personally by the Presi- 
dent of Uruguay, Dr. Julio Sangui- 
netti. The news is especially grati- 
fying as Luis Musso was one of the 
earliest graduates of the Library 
School in Montevideo, founded in 
1943 by Mr. Gropp, who also served 
as its director for several years. 
Subsequently, a law was passed by 
the Uruguayan legislature, requir- 
ing most professional personnel 
hired to work in officials libraries in 
the country to be graduates of the 
Library School, which for many 
years now has granted a Masters 
Degree in Library Science. 

Gropp was in Montevideo from 
1942-1950 primarily as organizer 
and director of the “Biblioteca 
Artigas-Washington,” an American- 
sponsored library open to the public. 
Both the American Library and the 
Uruguayan Library School continue 


_ to be flourishing institutions in that 


country. 

Arthr Gropp and his wife, 
Dorothy, who also taught in the 
Library School in its infancy, are 
retired and have lived in Greenbelt 
since 1971.

Tammy had only a short snatch of 
sightseeing. The next day they were 
at the U.S. Embassy and then on a 
train with Sergei and his friend, 
Victor, and the other American couple 
ina “cabin,” facing an 18-hour train 
‘ride. As they talked with Sergei and 
Victor, they learned that Sergei had 
been a radar operator with the Russian 
military missiles. When the military 
was downsized four years earlier, he 
was let go. Victor, astructural engineer, 
was out of a job. 

The arrival in Saratov on the 
Volga River and reminding them of 
Georgetown was a welcome relief. 
They checked intoa hotel, had dinner, 
and were watched carefully for some 
reaction when the musicians played 
an American piece. 

Red tape for the adoptions took 
time and some maneuvering, as the 
children were from two different 
districts. This meant that two 
different courts had to be addressed 
withipetitions for adoption. The two 
districts afforded the couple some 
initial insights into the children’s 
backgrounds, as there was a sharp 
contrast between the two. 


Once the petitions were granted, 
Greg and Tammy went tothe orphanage 
to claim their chil’ ~». When asked 
if they knew whether or not the 
children were healthy, they shared 
that often things were made up and 
put on the child’s record, as the 
courts would not allow healthy Russian 
children to leave the country. Because 
of this practice Greg and Tammy 
were not at all sure what to expect. 
But they knew in their hearts and 
agreed with each other that no matter 
what the health of either or both 
children, they were going to adopt 
them and bring them home. 


Meeting the Children 

The couple have a videotape of 
their time in the orphanage soon 
after they met the children for the 
first time. The little girl seemed 
overwhelmed” like a little scared 
puppy”-- which caused a doubtful 
emotion in Tammy about what they 
were doing in taking the children 
away from what they knew. Tammy 
emerged from that pain by looking to 
the future, knowing the adoption 
was good. She was grateful for her 
Russian before the trip, as she was 
able.to repeat soothing words and “I 
love you” in Russian, over and over 
again to calm the little girl. They 
renamed the children to make it 
easier for them as they grew into 
their new identity in America. 

The little girl, then 23 months, was 
named Anastasia and the boy, 16 
months, was named Victor Sergei. 
They dressed their children in clothes 
they had brought with them from 
America--way too big and then stood 
viewing, with great sensitivity, as 
the caregivers at the orphanage bid 
the children goodbye. The Director 
handed the new parents a handwritten 
schedule for the children written in 
Russian. 


At the train station once again, 
heading back to Moscow, they were 
ushered onto a train that originated 
in Kazakhstan, a republic caught up 
in civil war. The train was in terrible 
condition--broken windows, fighting 
in the aisles--and they were told to go 
to their cabin, lock the door and not 
come out until they reached Moscow. 
All night long, people were trying to 
open the door to their cabin. Fortunately, 
said Tammy, “The children were 
wonderful and slept most of the time.” 
In Moscow, it was back tothe American 
Embassy and then the flight home. 
Once home, the children were 
examined by doctors. Other than 
_Victor’s vision problem, taken care 
of by surgery, the children were 
healthy and they rema:n so a year 
later. 


The Family at Home 

Alexandra, thecouple’s our-year-old, 
at first wanted the children sent 
back. But one year later, she shows a 
bit of proud possessiveness - “they 
are my brother and sister.” Tammy 
said that family and neighbors havehelped 
tremendously and lovingly in the 
transition. Greg said, ” Nothing bothers 
Victor.” And although Anastasia is 
still a bit overwhelmed when in a 
crowded place, Tammy said it took 
them both only a couple of months to 
adjust. 

Tammy compared the entire event 
as “like childbirth.” It was painful, 
emotion-filled, overwhelming at 
times and wonderful. She and Greg 
are now in the process of choosing 
perhaps a Russian name for the baby 
that Tammy now is carrying. The 
new addition to this loving family is 
expected in October.

fight the Lewis proposed plan in the 
Senate. Such an effort, she stressed, 
would also be bi-partisan. 


Governor Glendening warned, “If 
this proposal goes through, it will be 
devastating for the State of 
Maryland.” The proposal would 
have affected more than just federal 
workers--about 9,000 of the 12,000 
jobs at Goddard are private sector 
contract workers. 


City Response 


Greenbelt Mayor Antoinette 
Bram’s protest on behalf of the city 
council drew attention to the fact 
that Goddard’s “physical plant 
possesses an estimated worth of 
$2.85 billion, reflecting facilities, 
infrastructure and land value.” In 
her July 13 letter to federal, state 
and local officials, she also pointed 
out that Goddard “generates $2.1 


billion in gross output sales and $904 - 


million in annual employee income. 
The civil servants alone at the God- 
dard Space Center generate $36 
million in state personal income tax, 
and $8.5 million in state retail tax 
revenues.” 


Not Over? 


This may just be the first fight. 
According to Goddard press office, 
the appropriations bill still calls for 
studying possible future closing of 
NASA centers.

POLICE BLOTTER

Officers responded to a report 
of a dispute involving a handgun 
at a residence in the 100 block of 
Westway on Thursday, July 13.

Fuddruckers or Appleby’s. The city 
would be able to decide which 
restaurants used the building, both 
now and in the future. 

Residents’ Concerns 


"We are trying very, very hard to 
be a good neighbor” said Colton. He 
told the council that the developers 
were trying to minimize any dis- 
turbance to the homeowners of the 
adjacent neighborhood, Windsor 
Green. He stated that landscaping 
would be added to prevent residents 
from seeing the bulding from the 
first floors of their houses. On their 
second floors, residents would be 
able to see the building but not the 
surrounding parking lots. The park- 
ing lot lamps would not shine light 
upward. 

Colton had met with some Windsor 
Green residents to get their views on 
the development. He said that the 
homeowners had suggested putting 
a path and landscaping on the berm 
which presently divides the lot from 
Windsor Green. 

Colton also addressed questions 
about noise. He said that the 
restaurants would not have any 
outside loudspeakers to call patrons 
in, only buzzers. He stated that 
alcohol is only a small portion of the 
restaurant’s business, and that other 
restaurants owned by Outback and 
Fuddruckers have had virtually no 
disturbances in which they were 


forced to call in the police. Colton did 
not believe that there would be any 
traffic or parking problems. 

In answer to council’s question, 
Colton read out the opening times for 
the proposed restaurants. Fudd- 
ruckers closes at 11 p.m. on week- 
days and midnight on weekends 
Outback closes at 10:30 p.m. on week- 
days and 11:30 p.m. on weekends; 
Appleby’s closes at midnight on week- 
days and one a.m. on weekends. 
Colton said that the city could choose 
to have Fuddruckers on the site 
rather than Appleby’s. 

Views on the Project 

Greenbelters expressed a variety 
of views on the proposal. Council- 
member Thomas X. White shared 
Colton’s belief that Greenbelt needs 
these types of restaurants, but added 
that the developers need to be 
sensitive to the residents’ concerns. 

Mayor Antoinette Bram was 
concerned about whether the rest- 
aurants would be able to survive and 
whether they would cause too much 
competition for exisiting Greenbelt 
restaurants. She said that the 
developer needs to be concerned not 
only with the nearby residents but 
also with the development’s effect on 
the city as a whole. 

“Does this belong in a residential 
area’” asked Sheldon Goldberg, 
president of the Windsor Green 
Association. he said that the 
association had not yet taken a posi-

tion on the proposal, but that he was 
personally opposed to the idea. He 
believed that the restaurants would 
bring in too many people, and he was 
disturbed that the restaurants would 
be open on evenings and weekends. 
An office building would be better, 
he said, as offices would be open only 
during the daytime, when residents 
are generally not home. 


Roberta McCarthy stated that the 
APB is not opposed to having more 
restaurants in the city, but that it is 
against having those restaurants 
placed near residences. 

Two Greenbelters spoke in favor of 
the project. Katherine Adelaide of 
Crescent Road presented a petition 
signed by herself and nine of her 
neighbors. Adelaide liked the idea of 
the restaurant being one story high, 
and she also confessed with a laugh,, 
"Okay, I want to go to the Outback 
Steakhouse.” 

Former Greenbelt Mayor and 
County councilmember Richard 
Castaldi also like the idea of having 
more family restaurants in Green- 
belt. Castaldi, who lives on Kara 
court, ¢alled the proposal “a good 
compromise.” 

The city council agreed to meet 
again with Her! and Colton after the 
nearby residents have stated their 
views on the matter.

CIGARETTESHORTAGE 


January, 1945--At a time when 
smoking was “in,” cigarettes were 
“out” --out of stock, that is. World 
War II had caused a cigarette 
shortage on the home front. While 
not rationed, the scarce supplies of 
the “fags” caused tobacco store 
manager George Bradley to limit the 
amount placed on sale at any one 
time. He announced a new system of 
offering a new supply of cigarettes 
on sale every hour on the hour. The 
Greenbelt Cooperator reported that 
the housewives especially welcomed 
this change as they found it 
particularly discouraging to push 
baby down to the center several 
times a day and return home 
empty-handed.

Heat loving plants love this 
weather sosummer flowers are bloom- 
ing their heads off and summer vege 
tables are starting to produce. Sum- 
mer squash and peppers are really 
starting to come in and soon they and 
tomatoes will produce in quantity. 

Summer squash are at their ten- 


der best when they are four to eight 


inches long (or diameter for pattie 
pan). Remember that they develop 
quickly so keep an eye on them. If you 
let them get too big the plant will 
taper off and then stop producton. 
There are a limited number of 
ways you can tastefully cook large 
squash. Basically there are four 
things youcandowitha large squash: 








stuff it, use it in soup, use it in stew, 
or grate it up for use in bread or 
pancake type recipes. (Check your 
favorite cookbook for details.) 

Peppers and tomatoes grow fast in 
this heat for they are growing 24 
hours a day. peppers often will not 
produce little fruits from flowers 
when it is very hot. but don’t worry, 
they will be fine once the extreme 
heat passes. Peppers will keep 
growing till the first frost. 

Some tomatoes may develop deep 
cracks. There isn’t a disease behind 
this, it is from wide fluctuations of 
moisture. A dry spell followed by a 
sudden downpour can cause this. To 
avoiod cracks keep the plants from 
drying out by watering when it gets 
dry.

Citizens Protest Tree Loss 


Thursday, July 20, 1995 


For Community Center Lot

Greenbelters expressed their concern about the construc- 
tion work on the Community Center parking lot at the July 10 


city council meeting. 


Ester Webb presented a petition from 150 citizens, stating 
that she had collected 90 of the signatures during one hour at 
the Co-op. The petitioners hoped to prevent more trees from 
being damaged during the building of the parking lot. 


Protecting Trees 

The parking lot is being built to 
the west of the former Greenbelt 
Center School in order to provide 
more parking space for the city’s 
new Community Center, which will 
open next fall. After witnessing the 
destruction of several trees during 
the building of the parking lot, Esther 
Webb and her petitioners were worried 
that more trees would be damaged. 

Councilmembers mentioned that 
they had previously discussed this 
matter at their July 5 work session. 
At that time, the subject was raised 
by Elihu and Yvette Boldt. 

The petition asked that the trees 
which were removed be replaced, 
that no furher trees be destroyed, 
and that the bulldozers operate no 
closer than the trees drip lines. 

"We want very much to err on the 
side of utmost protection,” said 
Webb. 

Action Taken 

City Manager Daniel Hobbs said 
that a full report was being prepared 
for the council on action which had 
been taken since the July 5 work 
session. In summary, he said that all 
the fences protecting the trees had 
been moved out to the drip lines. The 
city staff was also prepared to make 


minor changes to the parking lot

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plan in order to prevent future 
damage to the trees. In addition, 
trees will be planted when land- 
scaping is added to the parking lot. 
Hobbs emphasized that all of the 
trees which were removed had been 
scheduled to be taken down in the 
original plan. 

Webb mentioned that Kevin 
Brown, a Greenbelt resident who is 
Assistant Director of Ground Main- 
tenance at the University of 
Maryland, had said that old trees 
roots extend beyond the drip lines. 
Brown had therefore suggested that 
the fences be moved even further 
from the trees than their drip lines. 

At a later point, Webb asked 
directly, "Will there be any bull- 
dozing inside any drip lines of the 
trees?” 

Deputy City Manager Michael 
McLaughlin replied, “To the best of 
my knowledge, no...” 

Elihu Boldt echoed Webb in 
asking that the city bring tree 
experts in to review the work. Hobbs 
did not feel that this was necessary, 
as the city employs its own 
horticulturalist. However, Mayor 
Antoinette Bram said that any Green- 
belters who have expert knowledge 
of this area are welcome to offer their 
suggestions.

Cathy Salgado presented a request 
for playground equipment funds. 
Salgado, who is the Community 
Center Supervisor, mentioned that 
during daytime weekdays the play- 
ground will only be available for the 
use of the nursery school and the 
Recreation Department. At other 
times, the playground will be open to 
the public. 

Salgado said that the Community 
Center might open on the first 
weekend of October. That date is 
important in the city’s history 
because the first residents moved to 
Greenbelt in early October 1937. 

Other Matters 

A handful of matters were dis- 
cussed by the council at the meeting: 

The council gave tentative 
approval to the Lakewood Storm Drain- 
age plan. Affected residents will be 
given the opportunity to meet with 
city staff and review the plan. 

A liquor license was requested by 
Jose Flores of the Armadillo Carry- 
out in Beltway Plaza. Flores hopes to 
sell Spanish-type beer at his 
Jamaican food restaurant. The beer 
would be sold for use only on the site. 

The council gave no reeommenda- 
tion, as they were split in their reaction. 
Councilmembers Thomas X White 
and Edward Putens recommended 
that no position be taken. Council- 
member Rodney Roberts and Mayor 
Antoinette Bram rejected the 
proposal, feeling that too much 
alcohol is already sold at Beltway 
Plaza. Councilmember Judith Davis 
was not present at the meeting, as 
she is out of the country. 

Tracy Vincent received an award 
from the Prince Georges County 
Municipal Association for her work 
with recycling. Vincent, who is the 
city’s Recycling Coordinator, devis- 
ed Greenbelt’s new recycling program. 
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
